Princeton University, the stronghold 
of Jonathan Edwards ancl orthodoxy. 
President John Grier Ilibben Sunday 
issued a stirring defense1 of evolution 
and a 
denunciation 
of ‘‘fundamen­ 
talists” and 
“all who through fear 
regard 
themselves as the sole pos­ 
sessors, 
trustees 
and 
defenders of 
truth.” 
This surprising departure from the 
dogmatic teachings of this 
historic 
Calvinistic school was contained 
in 
the 
baccalaureate 
address to 
the 
graduating class of the • university. 
Doctor Hibben pointedly 
supported 
the teachings 
of Dr. Harry E. Fos­ 
dick, the 
leader of 
the 
modernist 
movement 
in 
the 
Protestant 
churches. 
Doctor 
Hibben, 
without 
mentioning Doctor Fosdick by name, 
said: 
“ A part of 
the Christian 
church 
has recently been stampeded through 
fear of a great teacher and prophet 
of righteousness in New York 
city 
because the group which would call 
him to 
account does not speak his 
language or understand his thought." 
To the 
opponents of the doctrine 
of evolution, President Hibben said: 
“It is no concern of ours 
whethei 
the dust from which we have 
risen 
be animate or inanimate. 
The point 
is that we have risen. 
We can never 
be confused with the dust under our 
feet, or the animal which follows u- 
to heel, 
or 
mocks at 
us from his 
cage. 
* 
“It is singular that* there should be 
in the preaent-day controversies the 
fear of recognizing the facts of evo­ 
lution when applied to the develop­ 
ment in time of our physical frame, 
when it is clearly 
evident that the 
moral and spiritual consciousness of 
the race has progressed by painfully 
slow stages.” 
Doctor Hibben 
characterized the 
present age as one of fear and chqgy 
as his text Luke xxiv, 25-26: 
“ And there shall be signs in 
the 
sun, 
and in 
the moon, 
and in the 
stars, and upon all the earth distress 
of nations, with perplexity; 
the sea 
and the waves roaring; men’s hearts 
failing 
them for fear, 
and looking 
after those things which are coming 
on the earth.” 
That part of Doctor Hibben’s ser­ 
mon 
dealing with 
the 
fundamen­ 
talists was in part as follow’s: 
“This 
text 
occurs 
in 
Christ’s 
prophecy of 
the fall of 
Jerusalem, 
and He characterizes that period of 
Jewish national history as 
the age' 
of 
fear.

characterization 
may be applied to the present 
day, 
for as now upon the earth there 
is 
‘distress of nations, with perplexity, 
and men’s hearts failing 
them 
for 
fear.’

“ But the fear that is in our hearts

SETTING A TABLE 


The virtu* In most request !• con- 
formity —Kmeraon. 
TT DOESN'T take a bit \oneer to set 
•*• a table In the way that has been 
generally agreed in this country to be 
the most attractive and convenient 
way than it does in a way that indi- 
cates that you are indifferent and care- 
less. It may not seem like a matter of 
vital importance whether yon put the 
butter plate at the right side or a? the 
left, or whether the wate.r glass is 
placed Just beyond the forks or the 
knife. And perhaps it isn't vital, but 
the way that has been decided upon In 
really most convenient. Anyway, since 
the water glass Is usually placed at the 
right, at the tip of the knife, and the 
bntter plate at the left, at the end of 
the fork, we are used to It that way 
end we associate fhat way with the 
carefully set table and the well-run 
household. When knives and forks are 
crossed over the plates and the plates 
are turned downward on the tablecloth, 
the spoons kept In a spoonhokler and 
a little dish of toothpicks is In the 
middle of the table, we Immediately 
have the wrong sort of Impression. 
We are prejudiced from the start. 


Remember that it is customnry to 


have the napkin placed at the left of 
the plate, although at formal dinners 
sometimes it Is placed on. the plate 
that Is set at each place, the dinner 
roll being tucked between the folds of 
the napkin. 


On some tables the.re Is always an 


assemblage of condiment bottles of all 
sorts, catsup, 
horseradish, 
tabasco 


sauce and mustard, all In their original 
containers and these are placed on 
the table at every meal whether or not 
they are the right sort of condiment 
with the dishes to be served. Now a* 
much as possible we should keep the 
table free from these little accessories. 
Serve the right condiment, preferably 
In a dish that shows no sign of the 
manufacturer's name—with boiled beef 
a Uttle mustard, with corned beef a 
bottle of catsup or chill sauce, ac- 
cording to the tastes of the family. 


If you have little or no service at 


table, then It Is bes^t to place more on 
the table than you would otherwise. 


The bread, freshly sliced, should be 


set on the table bef/Sre-the meal is be- 
gun. 
If the table Is long there should 


be two plates of bread 
The glasses 


siiould be filled just before the diners 
are assembled and a carafe of cold 
water may be placed on the table to 
facilitate 
the 
replenishing of 
the 


glasses. This is preferable to the wa- 
ter pitcher. 
If Individual salts and 


pepper* are not provided then there 
should be one placed between each 
two places toward the center of the 
table.

SETTING A TA BLE 


The virtue In most request Is con­ 
formity.—Emerson. 


T T D O E SN T take a hit longer to set 
A a table In the way that has been 
generally agreed In this country to he 
the 
most 
attractive 
and 
convenient 
way than It does in a way that Indi­ 
cates that you are indifferent and care­ 
less. 
It may not seem like a matter of 
vital Importance whether you put the 
butter plate at the right side or at the 
left, or whether the water glass is 
placed Just beyond the forks or the 
knife. 
And perhaps It lsn*t vital, hut 
the way that has been decided upon Is 
really most convenient. Anyway, since 
the water glass is usually placed at the 
right, at the tip of the knife, and the 
butter plate at the left, at the end of 
the fork, wo are used to It that way 
end we associate fhat way with the 
carefully set table and the well run 
household. When knives and forks are 
crossed over the plates snd tile plates 
a re turned downward on the tablecloth, 
the spoons kept in a sponnhnlder and 
a little dish of toothpicks is in the 
middle of tile table, w e immediately 
have the wrong sort of Impression. 
W e are prejudiced from the start. 
Remember that It Is customary to 
have the napkin placed at the left of 
the plate, although at formal dinners 
som etim es it Is placed on tile plate 
that is set at each place, the dinner 
roll being tucked between the folds of 
the napkin. 


On some tables there Is always an 
assemblage of condiment bottles of all 
sorts, 
catsup, 
horseradish, 
tabasco 
sauce and mustard, all in their original 
containers and these are placed on 
the table at every meal whether or not 
they are the right aort of condiment 
with the dishes to he served. 
Now as 
much as possible we should keep th© 
fable free from these little accessories. 
Serve the right condiment, preferably 
In a dish that shows no sign of th© 
manufacturer's name— with boiled beef 
s little mustard, with corned beef a 
bottle of catsup or chill sauce, i e 
cording to the tastes of the fsmlly. 
If you have little or no service at 
table, then It is hest to place more on 
the table than you would otherwise. 


The bread, freshly sliced, abound b© 
set on the table befire the meal Is be­ 
gun. 
If the table Is long there should 
he two plates of bread 
The glasses 
should he filled lust before the diners 
are assembled and a carafe of cold i 
Hater may he placed on the table to 
facilitate 
the 
replenishing 
of 
th© 
glasses 
This Is preferable to the wa­ 
ter pitcher. 
If Individual aalta and ' 
pepper* are not provided then there 
should he one placed between each 
two places toward the center of th© 
table.
